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LEE HARVEY OSWALD TOLD A NEW ORLEANS POLICE OFFICER THREE MONTHS 
BEFORE THE ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT KENNEDY THAT HIS PLANS WERE TO 
GO BACK TO RUSSIA "BECAUSE HE HATED AMERICA. " 

LT. FRANCIS L. MARTELLO OF THE NEW ORLEANS POLICE TOLD THE WARREN 
COMMISSION HE HAD INTERVIEWED OSWALD AUG. 10, 19S3, FOLLOWING OSWALD'S 
ARREST FOR A STREET BRAWL INVOLVING THE FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE. 

MARTELLO SAID OSWALD TOLD HIM HE DID NOT WANT HIS FAMILY TO LEARN 
ENGLISH BECAUSE HE DID NOT WANT THEM TO BECOME "AMERICANIZED." 

ALTHOUGH HE WANTED TO RETURN TO RUSSIA WITH HIS RUSSIAN-BORN WIFE,
